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Killer’s letter shows violent background 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. — A letter written by a confessed killer of three 
shows a long preoccupation with violence and rape, a newspaper reported 
Tuesday. 

In a copyright story, the Tallahassee Democrat reported that Robert Ro- 
driguez, a former BYU student and ex-policeman, told Florida Department of 
Law Enforcement agents in the letter that since he was a teenager, he 
thought constantly about committing such crimes. 

Rodriguez killed himself by swallowing cyanide three weeks ago in New 
Mexico, where he had fled after being questioned in the shooting deaths of two 
Georgia girls. He was 42. 

The Democrat reported details of a letter Rodriguez wrote to an FDLE 
agent shortly before taking his own life. The agency declined again Tuesday to 
release the entire six-page letter. 

Rodriguez said he drove to Alligator Point on March 27 looking for a 
potential rape victim, according to the newspaper. He encountered two 16- 
year-olds, Megen Carr and Cherish DeSantis from Thomasville, Ga., who had 
driven to the beach to sunbathe. 

Rodriguez told FDLE he wanted to rape DeSantis, but he shot Carr before 
doing so. DeSantis began to scream, so Rodriguez said he shot her as well. He 
said he shot each girl one additional time. 

Rodriguez also confessed to the 1984 slaying of 22-year-old Valerie Hunt, a 
Tatlahassee Community College student. 

In the letter, Rodriguez said he decided after the Hunt slaying he would kill 
himself if he ever killed again.

KSL’s Saturday news will be anchored by Ruth Todd, formerly of WUSA- 
TV in Washington, D.C. She also will be an anchor on noon newscasts Tuesday 
through Friday. 

Todd began her career at KUTV in Salt Lake City in 1983. 

“Traditionally, Saturday morning programming has ignored a vast audience 
of adults,” Roderick said Monday. “‘Exyewitness News Saturday Morning’ will 
provided these viewers with news and weather.”

Fire in Detroit boarding house kills 10 


DETROIT — Fire roared through a boarding house early Tuesday, killing 
10 people, many of them elderly or handicapped. Authorities suspected care- 
less smoking. 

Witnesses said the fire began about 2 a.m. in the kitchen of the three-story 
building. 

“It started in the west wall of the kitchen between the stove and the sink,” 
said Fire Marshal Donald Robinson. 

Robinson said investigators were examining the possibility that carelessly 
discarded cigarettes started the blaze. 

Fire Chief Harold Watkins said the dead, four women and six men ranging 
in age from the mid-40s to 89, were found in bedrooms on the second and third 


floors. 3 SoH AAS a 
peopel were injured, and four other residents. and qament caretaker 
escaped unharmed. 


The home once operated as an adult foster care center, said Chuck Peller of 
the state Department of Social Services in Lansing. He said the state revoked 
its license in 1977, citing fire code, health, safety and paperwork violations. 

Violations included inadequate fire extinguishers, an inadequate number of 
exits, a locked exit or exits and open stairwells, the department said.

Apathy shown in 
low voter turnout 


What would cause the LDS Church to 
call a special meeting and news confer- 
ence about gambling, Sabbath breaking 
and the moral conduct of youth? 

One word — apathy. 

Apathy can be defined as a lack of con- 
cern or indifference to something. This 
indifference has become a U.S. and even 
BYU trademark in political issues. 

Because we, as a people of Utah, were 
not getting involved in the gambling is- 
sue, the Church felt it needed to bring 
awareness. No one could accuse the 
Church of not voicing its view on the 
topic. Its stand has been clear. But 
where do we stand on pari-mutuel gam- 
bling? Do we even care? Do we care 
enough to vote? 

Our track record shows we don’t care 
because we don’t vote. Valid election or 
not, only 21.7 percent of the BYU stu- 
dent body voted in the last BY USA pres- 
idential election. It also means that 
someone can become president with less 
than one-fifth of the student body’s ap- 
proval. However, that’s the BYU selec- 
tions process. 

With its size, BYU has the potential to 
also affect Provo’s mayoral and city 
council races. There are 26,000 regis- 
tered voters in Provo and only 20 per- 
cent of those voted in the 1991 election. 
Imagine what effect BYU could have if 
only 2,158 of BYU’s students voted. It 
would be enough to win the election. 

But we don’t vote. The campus is our 
world. We are too busy with tests, pa- 
pers and social life to get involved in 
politics. For the most part, we just don’t 
care enough to speak out until they raise 
our rent, restrict our parking or turn off 
our favorite music. 

BYU deserves some credit though,

our poor voting figures just mirror soci- 
ety. Studies show that only about 15 per- 
cent of the people in the United States 
read newspapers, watch the news, are 
informed and get involved in U.S. is- 
sues. And then the other 85 percent 
don’t care or don’t have the time to par- 
ticipate. (This means that this editorial 
would most likely not apply to those who 
would take the time to read it.) 

Just look at the presidential elections. 
The U.S. population is more excited 
about Ross Perot, a man we know little 
about except that he isn’t a politician. It 
is a fact that the country votes for per- 
sonality and party, if it votes at all. 

Many say their vote doesn’t make a 
difference and those in the government 
will do what they want regardless of 
what the voters say.

said. 

“Gambling is a significant threat to 
American youth, who may grow to 
view sports gambling as acceptable 
behavior.” 

The bill would make it illegal for a 
state, city, county or Indian tribe to 
sponsor, operate or authorize any 
gambling plan that is based on profes- 
sional or amateur sports. 

The ban would not apply to gam- 
bling games already authorized and 
conducted in Nevada, Montana, Dela- 
ware, Oregon and North Dakota. 
Those states could not expand games 
beyond those that were authorized by 
last Oct. 2. 

In addition, the bill would not affect 
parimutuel animal racing or jai-alai 
games. 

The sports-gambling ban has the 
backing of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association, National Foot- 
ball League, National Basketball As- 
sociation, Major League Baseball and 
the National Hockey League. 

The only challenge to the bill came 
from Sen. Charles Grassley, R-lowa, 
who called it a substantial intrusion 
into states’ rights. 

“Particularly at this time of severe 
state budget deficits, Congress 
should not be intruding on the sover- 
eignty of the states by restricting any 
legitimate source of state revenue.”

In an attempt to spearhead weak- 
nesses of the traditional engineering 
program at BYU, engineering faculty 
have developed a program integrat- 
ing theory with hands-on experience. 

The College of Engineering devel- 
oped the Capstone Program, which 
finished its second successful year in 
April. 

Robert Todd, a professor in the De- 
partment of Manufacturing Engi- 
neering and Technology, said through 
Capstone, BY U engineering students 
will be better prepared for the indus- 
trial market. 

Todd said, “Too many students 
leave college trained only as analysts 
and lack understanding of industry as 
a whole.” 

Todd believes in order for the 
United States to be competitive in the 
world-wide manufacturing market, 
engineering students must have ex- 
perience with real-life projects and 
must interface with customers. 

“Countries such as Japan and Ko- 
rea have worked hard to combine the- 
ory and practice for their engineering 
students,” Todd said. 

“We've done so well for many years 
in developing new products; a lot is 
invented in the United States, but it’s 
not made here.” 

With Capstone, engineering stu- 
dents design and build things for 
clients in order to help companies be- 
come more efficient in the production 
process. 

Projects for Capstone are solicited 
from industry around the United 
States. 

Companies who have sponsored 
Capstone programs in the past in- 
clude Geneva Steel, General Motors, 
Boeing and Thiokol. Todd said each 
sponsoring industry pays $15,000 for 
each Capstone product. 

Todd said engineering students de- 
velop a schedule, conceive a concept, 
do the design and drawing work and 
build the product which is given to the 
sponsoring industry. 

Five students are assigned to each 
project along with a faculty coach. 
Todd emphasized that although a fac- 
ulty member guides the projects, 
they are student projects. 

“The students do the work, and the 
work is very impressive,” Todd said.

Walton said he felt his experience 
with the project directly led to his 
new job with Panasonic.

It contained all the com- 
ponents of the job I had done at BYU 
in the Capstone program. ... I got 
very, very excited and so did they.” 

Whitney Creer, 25, a mechanical 
engineering graduate from Richland, 
Wash., worked with a local en- 
trepreneur to develop a more efficient 
carpet-drying device. 

Creer said, “I look at (Capstone) as 
a stepping stone from school to indus- 
try.”

During the 
10-year period from 1981 to 1990, 
however, 232 cases were reported, 


increasing the rate to 12.9 cases per — 


100,000 residents. 


“The rate of melanomic cancer in | 


Utah County is 25 percent higher 
than the national average,” Davis 
said. 

Good weather coupled with in- 
creased spare time brings more Utah 
residents into the sun each year. Skin 
cancer is the most common of all can- 
cers and accounts for more than 
500,000 cases each year. 

Malignant melanoma is a cancer 
which begins in melanocytes — the 
skin cells that produce the dark pro- 
tective pigment called melanin. When 
one is exposed to sunlight, the 
melanin in the skin increases to forma 
protective layer in the form of a sun- 
tan. Melanoma consists of 
melanocytes which have been trans- 
formed into cancer cells that grow un- 
controllably. 

When diagnosed early, melanoma 
is easily cured. Once colonies of 
melanoma cells reach vital internal 
organs and grow, however, they are 
much more difficult to treat.

Church encourages students to vote

Students planning on voting in 
Utah still have about three months to 
register for the September primaries 
and four months for the November 
general election, according to the 
Utah County elections office. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints reiterated its belief 
Sunday in meetings with more than 
400 Utah stake presidents and re- 
gional representatives that Church 
members should register to vote and 
get involved in the political process. 
Elder James E. Faust of the Quorum 
of the Twelve Apostles made a 
specific request of BYU’s 18 stake 
presidents to encourage BYU stu- 
dents to vote. 

Residents can register at the Utah 
County building at 100 E. Center in 
Provo until 20 days prior to each elec- 
tion. Even those missing these dead- 
lines can register the week before the 
elections at their voting district sta- 
tions. 

To become a resident, a student 
must live in Utah 30 consecutive days

dence in a Utah voting district. 
Students cannot maintain resi- 
dency in another state and still vote in 
Utah; however, they can obtain ab- 
sentee ballots from their home states 
and vote in their home elections. 
Unlike residents in most states, 
residents in Utah do not declare a 
political party affiliation at the time of 
registration. Instead, they wait until 
the primary elections and request a 
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ballot from whatever party they 
prefer at the time. 

The Utah County voting office de- 
clares a person’s voting district at the 
time of registration based on the resi- 
dent’s current principal residence. If 
a resident moves into a different dis- 
trict after registration, he or she must 
register again to be eligible to vote. 

According to BYUSA, no registra- 
tion booths will be provided at BYU 
since the county building is so near, 
but BYUSA may provide booths if 
students show enough interest.

“cumulative error” during the trial 
that should justify a life sentence. 
Among them were claims that an 
LDS doctrine in effect until 1979 pro- 
scribed blacks from holding the 
priesthood. 

“We cannot shun an unavoidable 
consequence that ajury could harbor 
a racist view of African Americans 


less than full citizens, that blacks are 

less than full men,” he said. 
Hawkins again argued that An- 

drews’ sentence was the result of a
